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Film Trade in South 


The progress achieved by the 
film trade in South India has 
been brought home to the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee 
of the Film Federation of India. 
This was in connection with the 
demand for revision of ratio of 
allotment of raw stock as among 
the three zones namely Bombay, 
Madras and Calcutta. 


The Madras case was based 
on four important grounds viz : 
(1) the number of studios and 
the floors available for picture 
making (2) the number of pic- 
tures produced in Madras region 
“during the calender years of 1955 
and 1956 (3) number of cinema 
theatres in South Circuit in 
which pictures of South Indian 
languages are intensely exploited 
and (4) the consumption of raw 
stock, based on the sales actually 
made to the producers in South 
India during a period of 24 
months, preceding 31st March 
1957. 


On all the above grounds 
South India has made notable 
progress. 


The following figures may be 
stated : 

Madras Zone has 27 studios 
with 72 floor capacity, compared 
to 30 studios with 69 floors of 
Bombay and 11 studios with 30 
floors of Calcutta. 


Madras produced 205 pictures 
during the calendar years of 1955 
and 1956 while the figures of 
Bombay and Calcutta are respec- 
tively 269 and 115. 


In the case of cinema theatres, 
there are about 2020 cinemas in 
South India, compared to just 
over 4000 cinemas in the whole 
of India. 


As regards consumption the 
approximate figures of consump- 
tion are: Bombay 193 million ft., 
Madras 178 million ft. and Cal- 
cutta 36 million ft. forthe two 
official years of 1955 to 1957.

The Government of Madras 
have by their G.O. No. Ms. 1669 
(Home) dated 18-6-'58 clarified 
the jurisdiction and duties of 
various inspecting officers under 
the Madras Cinemas (Regula- 
tion) Rules 1957. 


G. O. Ms. No. 1669 (Home) 
18th June, 1958 of the Govern- 
ment of Madras. 


Read: (1) G. O. Ms. No. 12, 
Home, dated 4-1-1947 (2) From 
the Chief Electrical Inspector to 
Government, letters No. 4866/ 
56-1, Public Works Department 
(3) From the Chief Engineer, 
Public Works Department, 
(General) No. 52422 Wks. 11 (5) 
55-6 dated 16-10-1956 (4) From 
the Commissioner of Police,

With reference to the above 
mentioned G. O's the following 
order has been passed : 


Consequent on the representa- 
tion made to the Government 
that officers belonging to differ- 
ent departments inspect cinemas 
and often issue conflicting ins- 
tructions, the Government 
examined the question and issued 
instructions in the G. O. cited

1933. As the Madras Cinema- 
tograph Rules, 1933, were super- 
seded by the Madras Cinemas 
(Regulation) Rules, 1957 which 
came into force with effect from

G. O cited requires revision. 


2. The Government consider 
that there would be great 
advantage in laying down defi- 
nite duties for each class of 
inspecting officer through a con- 
vention that Inspecting Officers 
should not issue instructions on 
any defects found, in matters 
outside their duties, or on that 
account refuse a certificate or 
suspend or cancel one if they 
have the powers, but should 
report to the authority primarily 
concerned with such defect or 
defects. 


3. The annexure to this order 
shows which of the Cinemato- 
graph Rules and the comditions 
of the licence should be checked 
by the Inspecting Officers of the 
several departments concerned. 
Their attention should be drawn 
to these and to the instructions 
in paragraph 9 above.

Entertainment Tax in 


&ndhra Pradesh 


The Govt. of Andhra Pradesh 
have passed an Act called 
“Madras Entertainments Tax” 
(Andhra Pradesh Extension and 
Amendment) Act 1953 which 
received. the assent of the 
Governor on 30th June '58. 


The relevant clauses of the 
Acts are as follows: 

(2) It extends to the whole of 
the State of Andhra Pradesh. 

(3) This Section shall come 
into force at once and the re- 
maining provisions shall come 
into force on such date as the 
State Government may, by 
notification in the Andhra Pradesh 
Gazette, appoint. 


2. Definitions.—In this Act, 
unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

(a) “Andhra area" means the 
territories of the State of Andhra 
Pradesh which, immediately 
before the Ist November 1956, 
were comprised in the State of 
Andhra; | 
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(b) “transferred territories ” 
means the territories specified in 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of 


- the States Reorganisation Act, 


1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956). 


3. Extension of Madras Act 
X of 1939 to transferred terri- 
tories —The Madras Entertain- 
ments Tax Act, 1939 (Madras 
Act X of 1939) as in force at the 
commencement of this Act in the 
Andhra area (hereinafter referred 
to as the principal Act), as 
amended by sections 4 to 12 
(both inclusive», is hereby extend- 
ed to, and shall be in force in, 
the transferred territories. 


4. Amendment of long title 
and section 1, Madras Act X of 
19,9.—In the long title and in 
sub-section (2) of section 1 of the 
principal Act, for the words 
«State of Andhra", the words 
“State of Andhra Pradesh” shall 
be substituted. 


5. Amendment of section 3, 
Madras Act X of 1939.—In clause 
(6) of section 3 of the principal 
Act, -- 

(i) for sub-clausé (a), the 
following sub-clause shall be 
substituted, namely :— 


“(a) in the cities of Hydera- 
bad and Secunderabad, the 
Corporatious of Hyderabad and 
Secunderabad, and in any other 
municipal area, the municipal 
council, municipal committee or 
town committee concerned; 

Gi) in sub-clause (b), for the 
expression “Madras Local Boards 
Act, 1920", the expression, “the 
Madras District Boards Act, 
1920, or the Hyderabad District 
Boards Act, 1956 (Hyderabad 
Act I of 1956)", shall be substi- 
tuted. 


6. Amendment of section 4, 
Madras Act X of 1939.— In 
section 4 of the principal Act,— 

(i) in sub-section (1), for the 
words and brackets “ (inclusive 
of the amount of the tax)” in 
both places where they occur, 
the words and brackets ** (exclu- 
sive of the amount of tax)”, for 
the words “five annas?? in both 
places where they occur, the 
words “ thirty naye paise ", and 
for the words * one rupee eight 
annas” in both places where they 
occur, the words “ one rupee and 
fifty naye paise” shall be sub- 
stituted ; 


(ii) for the fir$t proviso to sub- 


section (1) the following 
proviso shall be substituted, 
namely :— | 


* Provided that in the terri- 
tories specified in sub-section (1) 
of section 3 of the States Re- 
organisation Act, 19:6 (Central 
Act 37 of 1956), asa transitory

following rates of tax shall apply,

equal to or exceeding half a naya 
paisa shall be regarded as one 
naya paisa.’’. 


7. Amendment of section 4-4, 
Madras Act X of 1939.—For 
sub-section (1) of section 4-A 
of the principal Act, the follow- 
ing sub-section shall be substi- 
tuted, namely :— 

** (1) In the case of cinemato- 
graph exhibitions, in addition to 
the tax under section 4, there 
shall be levied and paid to the 
State Government a tax calculated 
at the following rates, namely : — 


(i) Exhibitions held in the 
Cities of | Hyderabad and 
Secunderabad and Municipalities 
whose population is 50,000 and 
above. 


Rate of tax. 
Three rupees for every show. 
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(ii) Exhibitions held in Munici» 
palities (and panchayats, if any) 
whose population exceeds 25,000 
but is below 50,000.

(ii) Exhibitions held in other 
places and touring cinemas in all

Rate of tax. 


One rupee for every show. 


Explanation.—The population 
referred to in this sub-section is 
the population according to the 
last official census the figures of 
which have been published.”. 


8. Insertion of new section 4-B 
in Madras Act X of 1939.— After 
section 4-A of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be 
inserted, namely : — 


. “4-B. Remission.—The State 
Government may, by general or 
special order, remit in whole or 
in part, the tax payable under 
section 4-A in respect of any 
cinematograph exhibition or 
class of such exhibitions, if they 
are satisfied that such remission 
is necessary, having regard to 
the locality, or the capacity of 
the hall, in which the exhibition 
is held, or any other sufficient 
cause."*, 


9. Amendment of section 8, 
Madras Act X of 1939.— In 
Section 8 of the principal Act,— 


(1) in sub-section (1),— 

(i) for the opening paragraph, 
the following paragraph shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

‘The State Government may, 
by order, grant exemption from 
payment of the entertainment

10. Amendment of section 11, 
Madras Act X of 1939.—(1) In 
section 11 of the principal Act— 


(i) in clause (a) of sub-section 
(1), and in sub-section (2) after 
the words “any place ordinarily 
used as a place of entertain- 
ment", the words and brackets 
“(including any building, enclo- 
sure or office attached thereto 
Where tickets or any records, 
documents and registers are 
kept)" shall be inserted; 


(ii) after sub-section (2), the 
following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

“(2-A) if the inspecting officer 
has reason to suspect that the 
proprietor is attempting to evade 
thepayment of any tax due from 
him under this Act, er is fraudu- 
lently using any tickets, records, 
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documents or registers, he may, 
for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, search and seize such 
tickets, records, documents and 
regi ters as he may consider 
necessary, and shalt give the 
proprietor a receipt for the same. 
The tickets, records, documents 
and registers so seized shall be 
retained by such officer only for 
so long as may be necessary for 
their examination and for any 
inquiry or proceedings under 
this Act: 

Provided that such tickets, 
records, documents and registers 
shall not be retained for more 
than thirty days at a time except 
with the permission of the next 
higher authority”. 

(iii) in sub-section (3), for the 
words “the entry of the inspect- 
ing officer”, the words “entry, 
search and seizure by the inspect- 
ing officer", shall be substituted. 


ll. Amendment of section 13, 
Madras Act X of 1939 —In sub- 
section (J) of section 13 of the 
principal Act, the words, figures 
and letter ** Subject to the provi- 
sions of section 13-A?, shall be 
added at the beginning. 


12. Inserticn of new section 
13-A in Madras Act X of 1939.— 
After section 13 of the principal 
Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namley :— 


*13-4. Government to make 
good any deficiency in compensa- 
tion.—(1) In the territories speci- 
fied in sub-section (1) of section 3 
of the States Reorganisation Act, 
1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956), 
if the amount payable to any 
local authority under section 13 
falls short of the actual amount 
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of tax realised by such authority 
during the year ending with the 
31st March, 1957. after deduct- 
ing the collection charges, the 
State Government shall make 
good such deficiency. 

(2) The State Government 
shall determine the amount, if 
any, Which should be paid to 
local authorities under sub-sec- 
tion (1) and their determination 


. Shall be final." 


I3. Power to remove difficul- 
ties. -- (1) If any difficulty arises 
in giving effect to the provisions 
of this Act or of tbe principal 
Actas extended by this Act, in 
their application to the transfer- 
red territories, in consequence 
of the transition to the said pro- 
visions from the corresponding 
provisions of the Acts in force 
therein immediately before the 
commencement of this Act, the 
State Government may, by order 
in the Andhra Pradesh Gazette, 
make such adaptations or modifi- 
cations of the principal Act not 
affecting the substance or make 
such provisions as appear to 
them to be necessary or expedi- 
ent for removing the difficulty ; 


Provided that the power con- 
ferred by this sub-section shall 
not be exercisable after the expi- 
ration of three years from the 
commencement of this Act. 

(2) If any difficulty arises in 
giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act, or of the principal Act 
as extended by this Act (other- 
wise than in relation to the 
transition from the provisions of 
the corresponding Acts in force 
before the commencement of 
this Act) in their application to 
the transferred territories, the 
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State Government may, by order, 
in the Andhra Pradesh Gazette, 
make such provisigns not incon- 


sistent with the purposes of this" 


Act or of this principal Act as 
extended by this Act, as appear 
to them to be necessary or expe- 
dient for removing the difficulty. 


14. Repeal.—'iy The Enter- 
tainments Tax Act (Hyderabad 
Act V of 1355-F) and the Hydera- 
bad Cinema Shows Tax Act, 1952 
(Hyderabad Act XXVI of 1952) 
are hereby repealed : 


Provided that such repeal shall 
not affect the previous operation 
of the said Acts or any right, 
title, obligation or liability 
already acquired, accrued or 
incurred thereunder, and subject 
thereto, anything done or any 
action taken (including, any 
appointment, notification, notice, 
order, rule, form, certificate, 
licence or permit) in the exercise 
of any power conferred by or 
under the said Acts shall be 
deemed to have been done or 
taken in the exercise of the 
powers conferred by or under 
the principal Act extended by 
this Act as if this Act were in 
force in the transferred terri- 
tories on the date on which such 
thing was done or action was 
taken ; and all arrears of tax and 
other amounts due at the com- 
mencement of this Act may be 
recovered as if they had accrued 
under the principal Act extended 
by this Act. 


Q) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in sub-section (1), any 
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proceeding commenced under 
the said Acts and pending at the 
commencement of this Act before 
any officer or authority shall, 
after such commencement, be 
transferred to and disposed of 
“by the office or authority who 
would have had jurisdiction to 
dispose of it under the principal 
Act extended by this Act, if it 
had been in force in the trans- 
ferred territories on the date on 
which the proceeding was com- 
menced. 


15. Effect of other laws.— 
Nothing contained in the 
Hyderabad District Boards Act, 
1955 (Hyderabad Act I of 1956) 
the Hyderabad Municipal Cor- 
porations Act, 1955 (Hyderabad 
Act IL of 1956), the Hyderabad 
Gram  Panchayats Act, 1956 
(Hyderabad Act XVII of 1956) 
and the Hyderabad District 
Municipalities Act, 19:6 (Hy- 
derabad Act XVIII of 1956), and 
the rules made thereunder, shall 
apply in so far as they relate to 
any matter or proceeding dealt 
with in the principal Act as 
amended by this Act, except as 
respect things done or omitted 
to be done before the commence- 
ment ot this Act.

Indian Cinema Employees 
Association, Karur, (petitioners) 
and the Managementof Ambikai 
Talkies, Karur, (Respondents) 
are the parties. 


The matters referred to for 
adjudication were : 


(1) Whether the discharge of 
the following workers was justi- 
fied and to what relief they were 
entitled: (viz) (a) M. P. Mariy- 
appan (b) Rathana Pillai (c) 
C. John and (d)Sethu Pillai. 
(2) To compute relief in terms of 
money if awarded. 


The claim statements filed on 
behalf of the workers' in pur- 
suance of the resolutions passed 
by the South Indian Cinema 
Employees Association, contain- 
ed a charter of demands asking 
for the revision of scales, wages, 
dearness allowance and bonus 
etc., The Management, thereup- 
on got infuriated and began 
to victmise the workers by 
dismissing them from service. 


The management, in its coun- 
ter statement contented *the dis- 
pute was an individual dispute 
but not an industrial dispute’ 
and also stated that the workers 
in question have been dismissed 
for various lapses and for 
sufficient reasons. 


The Tribunal, summing up the 
evidence, gave an award of 
which the following are the 
extracts : 


* As for the contention of 
the management a substantial 
number of employees are not 
members of the said union, 
Exhibit M-21 shows that there 
were five temporary and nine 
permanent workers on the 
muster rolls On a comparison 
of W-4 list With Exhibit M-21 it 
is seen that the permanent 
workers’ Nos 3, 6, 7, 13, and 14 
in Exhibt M-21 are members of 
the said union Thus it is clear 
that five out of nine permanent 
workers, i.e., a substantial majo- 
rity of the employees of the 
Ambikai Talkies are espousing 
the cause of the aggrieved wor- 
kers. Therefore the contention 
of the management that a sub- 
stantial number of workers of 
the concern is not espousing the 
cause of the aggrieved workers 
also falls to the ground. As for 
the next contention of the 
management that the Secretary 
of the Association cannot take 
initiative on behalf of the wor- 
kers without a resolution from 
the workers concerned, the 
representative of the workers 
relies on the ruling reported in 
1956 J. L.L J., page 690 to nega- 
tive the same. Therein it is 
held as follows : 


“When the cause of an indivi- 
dual workman is taken up by 
the office-bearers of the union, 
the dispute must be held to be 
industrial dispute within the 
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meaning of section 2(k) of the, 


Act. The fact that the office 
bearers of the union were not 
authorized by the general body 
by passing any resolution must 
be held to be irrelevant It is 
not essential that such a resolu- 
tion of the general body of 
.members should be passed be- 
fore the union execuuve could in 
the exercise of its normal 
powers decide whether the 
union should or should not 
espouse the case of one of its 
members ”. 


“T find that the present dispute 
is an industrial dispute and not 
an individual dispute as con- 
tended by the management." 


Further, the contention of 
the management that the very 
reference is bad in law for the 
reason that the workers had 
another remedy under the 
Madras Shops and Establish- 
ments Act, 1947 also cannot hold 
water in view of the decision 
reported in 19541. LIJ., page 
635. The guestion arose therein 
as to whether the discharged 
employee having obtained relief 
under section 41 of the Shops 
and Establishment Act can 
maintain complaint to the 
Labour Appellate Tribunal 
under section 23 of the Act. 


His Lordship Justice Sri Raja- 
gopala Iyenger held as follows: 

Tor applying the principle of 
election of remedies both the 
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grounds of relief and the reliefs 
must be indentica] Under the 
Madras Shops and Establish- 
ments Act'the Labour Commis- 
sioner has to satisfy that on the 
merits the order of dismissal 
was improper. But in regard to 
the Labour Appellate Tribunal 
the main factor is that the 
dismissal.or discharge took place 
during pendency,of the appeal 
and without obtaining the pre- 
vious approval of the Labour 
Appellate Tribunal. The grounds 
of appeal open in the two cases 
are so desparate that the rules 
as to election of remedies can 
have no application to the reme- 
dies available under the two 
enactments.” 


In view of the above decision 
there is practically no bar for 
the aggrieved workers to agitate 
their claim under the Industrial 
Disputes Act through the union. 
Therefore I find that the re- 
ference by the Government is 
not bad in law. 


Examining the evidence adduc- 
ed before him the Tribunal 
ordered to the effect that M. P. 
Mariyappan because of past 
antecedents does not deserve any 
reinstatement. 


However the Tribunal ordered 
that the other workers in the 
dispute namely Rathanam Pillai, 
C. John and Sethu Pillai be 
reinstated with back wages.

Film Federation of India : 


The Madras session of the 
Committee Meeting of the Film 
Federation of India which was 
held on 17th aud 18th July '58 at 
Vijaya Studios & Gardens, proved 
to be an important meeting. 


Mr. J. B. H. Wadia, 
President, presided. 


The Agenda for the meeting 
contained among others the item 
regarding revision of ratio of 
allotment of raw stock as among 
Madras, Bombay and Calcutta. 


The ratio of allotment which 
was provisionally fixed at the 


Vice- 


meeting of the Central Raw. 


Film Committee held at 
Bombay on 14th October '57, 
was 13:8:3 as among Bombay, 
Madras and Calcutta respec- 
tively. This ratio was not based 
on any authoritative facts and 
figures. The Member represen- 
ting the Madras Region on the 
Central Raw Film Committee, 
Mr. A. Ramiah, had expressed 
his objection to the ratio 
as fixed then. But then, things 
went on until it was found 
that the ratio has operated 
against the interests of the 
industry in South. 


The Madras session of the 
Film Federation Executive took 
up this matter and, after a long 
drawn discussion lasting for 
about eight hours, came to an 
unanimous decision to change 
the ratio from 13:8:3 (Viz) 54 
1/6% :33 1/3%:124% to 50 
percent: 39 percent and 11 
percent.

Associations 


Some other decisions arrived 
at the meeting were: 


The Federation appealed to 
the Government of India to 
reconsider its import policy and. 
permit the import of Raw 
Cinematograph films and 
other materials, not manufac- 
tured in India, under the Open 
General Licenses. 


The meeting also considered 
the difficulties in respect of 
exploitation of pictures for 
foreign market arising out of 
Shortage of raw film for that 
purpose, and has formulated a 
scheme under which adequate 
raw film will be released for 
export of films on the guarantee 
of the Film Federation of India 
so that at least 7 times the 
amount involved in the exchange 
could be earned. by such films 
from abroad. 


A sub-committee was also 
formed with Messers Raj Kapur 
A. V. Meiyappan, A Ghosh, and 
C. V. Desai to consider what 
steps could be taken for the 
participation by Film Industry 
in the ensuing India 1958 Exhi- 
bition. 

The President earlier at the 
meeting congratulated Mr. B, N. 
Reddy on his nomination, for 


Andhra Pradesh Legislative 
Council.

Raw Film Distribution : 


At a meeting of the Cine 
Technicians Guild of South India 
held at Revathi, Mount Road, 
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Madras-18, under the chairman- 


ship of Mr. M. Lingamurthy, 
President, the following resolu- 
tions were passed : 


* Resolved that eventhough 
the Government have categeri- 
cally stated that such of those 
“Industries that are chiefly depen- 
dent upon imported raw material 
will not be deprived of such raw 
materials, it is regretted that the 
Government have not given to 
the film industry a fair and 
proper deal and as such the 
meeting of the Cine Technicians 
implores the Government to 
immediately restore the cut 
* Intoto” until such time 
that the indigenous raw material 
is made available." 


* Resolved further that in 
order to express our views more 
clearly and focus public opinion 
tothe gravity of the situation 
arising out of the cut in raw film, 
this meeting of the Cine Techni- 
cians dbpeals to the other trade 
organizations to co-operate in the 
holding of protest meetings and 
demonstrations. This meeting 
also provisionally fixes up an 
Open public meeting to be held 
during the first week of 
August '58.

Export Promotion :

1957, the number of imported 
films came to 832. Of this, the 
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largest volume of imports was 
from Japan, numbering 301 
films followed by Iraly with 160, 
Mexico 116, Britain with 93 and 
France 61 pictures, etc. The 
British pictures had bagged the 
largest box office receipts. 


Mr. L. A. Billimoria and Mr. 
V. V. Puri said that there was 
ample market for Indian films-in 
U.S.A. & Middle-East countries. 


It was also pointed out the 
exporters were put to difficulties 
owing to the “cut " in raw film.

Indian Film Industry must be Left Free to Develop 


* The Indian film industry 
should be left alone to develop 
on right lines from within" so 
said Mr V. K. Krishna Menon, 
Defence Minister, in the course 
of his talk at Calcutta on 27th 
July, '58. 

Mr. Menon, who was presid- 
ing over the second annual 
conference of the Bengal Cine 
Art Society here said that he did 
not agree with those who spoke 
of taking steps to raise “the 
moral standard of films". A 
democratic approach to film 
industry was the only approach 
that would maintain its popular 
appeal and existence, he said. 


The Defence Minister said 
that the question of raising the 
standard of films was similar to 
that of raising the standards in 
any other walk of life. “I have 
often spoken to students of Uni- 
versities as to what should be 
done to raise their standards, 
and am of the opinion that 
unless the standard is raised 


from within, outside influence or 
interference would not lead 
them far”, he added. 

Cinema, said Mr. Menon, was 
not like other industries, which 
only provided employment to 


- people, but it served as a medium 


of recreation and diversion from 
the drudgery and dullness of 
everyday life. “Holidays on the 
calendar all the year round do 
not provide opportunities for 
recreation and I strongly feel tbat 
cinema does serve this purpose”. 


He asked the people to look 
upon films as a medium which 
focussed on and reflected in true 
perspective the culture, language 
and regional habits of the coun- 
try “We should utilise it as. a 
useful and strong vehicle, of 
understanding in the vast country 
of ours ”. 

Mr. Shanker Das Banerjee, 
Speaker of the West Bengal 
Assembly, presided over the 
function. Mr. Menon was elected 
as chief patron of the society.
